GOOD ROADS ARE FOUKD 
ON THE HIGHLAND ROUTE 


Everywhere the Pathfinders 
Were Hailed as Forerunners 
of Good Roads, and The 
Constitution Was Highly 
Praised for Its Enterprise in 
Inaugurating the Movement.

Augusta, Ga., May 3!.—(Special.)— 
The Constitution’s Pathfinders rolled 
‘into Augusta at 8:40 tonight after a 
continuous round of ovations along the 
highland route between Atlanta ‘and 
Augusta. 

Everywhere the party was hailed as 
the forerunner of good roads, and.on 
every hand there was the highest 
praise for The Constitution for its 6n- 
terprise in inauguratmg the good 
roads movement and for concentrafing 
its energies on the building of good 
rcads in Georgia. If this route is not 


fun the Augusta-Atlanta contest in 
the fall it will not be because that 
there are not already good roads along 
the route, or because there is not the 
‘opportunity for better and the deter- 
mination on the part of the people to 
secure. them. 

From Athens on to Augusta through 
Lexington, on to Washingten, from 


PNR Aerées Little river, along 


the old Wrightsboro road and through 
Thomson into Augusta, the roads are 
excellent with the exception of a few 
bad places which can easily be made 
right. 

Beautiful Run Over Good Roads. 

Leaving Athens at 8:30, The Consti- 
tution’s pathfinders had a beautiful 
run through Lexington to Washing- 
ton over the good roads of Clarke, 
Oglethorpe and Wilkes counties. The 
46 miles between were covered by 
12:30, including stops at a number of 
places. 

The start from Athens was made at 
such an early hour that no arrange- 
ments had been made for a meeting 
to be held in that city, but one is to 
be held at a later date. The interest 
of the ocitizens of Athens and Clarke 
county was generously displayed in 
an escort of four cars to Lexington, 
two of which contiied on to Wash- 
ington. \Those in the Athens escort 
were: Walter H. Bishop, Harry Hodg- 
son, E. R’ Hodgson, Walter Hodgson, 
Mm. -J. Abney,._ J. T. -Jordan, H. L. 
Chafin, in Reo, from Lexington. This 
car, also carried Hon. Paul Brown, 
former representative from Oglethorpe, 
while Lee Callaway went with the 
party five miles out of Lexington to 
his home. Dr. O. H. Johnson, White 
Steamer; J.’ H. Stone, W. B. Weath- 
erly, Hugh J. Rowe, Buick; William 
Fleming, Athens’ postmaster; George 
A. Barron, of Lexington, cashier of 
Bank of Ogletharpe, and B. T. Epps. 

22 Miles an Hour. 

The 22 miles to Lexington was cov- 
ered in a little more than an hour. All 
along the line marked interest in the 
good roads movement inaugurated by 
The Constitution was manifested. Es- 
pecially at Crawford there was evi- 
dence of a lively appreciation of the 
meaning to the people generally of 
an adequate system of good roads. At 
Lexington the party was welcomed by 
a large ‘gathering of the most promi- 
nent citizens of Oglethorpe county. 
Among those who showed the interest 
in the movement was County Com- 
missioner W. J. Knox, who has com- 
plete supervision of the road work in 
Oglethorpe county. Eloquent testi- 
mony to his efficiency is borne by the 
excellent roads of his county between 
the Clarke line and Lexington, and 

xington and the Wilkes line. Or- 

nary L. H. Bacon was also out- 
spoken in‘ his fervent support of The 
Constitution in its effort to arouse the 
peaple of Georgia to the importange of 
building a-co-ordinate system of good 
roads.

Al PHILADELPHIA 


Strike-Breakers Attacked 
by Strike-Sympathizers. 


Service Badly Crippled—May- 
or Says City May Run the 
Cars—Central Labor Union 
Threatens to Call a General 
Strike. 


Philadelphia, May $81.—Strike-break- 
ers and motormen from other cities 
were put to work today in an effort to 
break the strike of the motormen and 
conductors of the street car lines of 
the city. Notwithstanding these im- 
portations, not a car left any the barns 
after 8 o’clock tonight, and at 10 o'clock 
the last car had been taken off for the 
night. 

Police Charge Srtikers. 

Incensed at the bringing of the 
strike-breakers here,. sympathizers of 
the striking street car.men made 
demonstrations at the barns where the 
new men are quartered, ahd many ar- 
rests were made by the pelice. Most 
om the prisoners were *tharged with 
nothing more serious than calling\the 
motormen and conductors names, Con- 
sidering the number of men on strike, 
there have been remarkably few acts 
of violence. 

One of the chiéf demonstrations was 
made at one of the West Philadelphia 
barns, when the strike-breakers, under 
heavy police guard, began taking out 
cars. A squad of mounted police had 
to charge the crowd repeatedly before 
it dispersed. Finally, the cars were 
most of them ran almost 
empty seated the entire length of the 
route, while spectators dlong the side- 
walk made scoffing remarks. 

City May Runa Cars. 

Mayor Reyburn stated today that he 
would swear in ten thotsand xtra 
policemen, if necessary, and keep the 
cars running for the convenience of the 
public. The public will be accommo- 
dated, the mayor said, if the “city has 
to take over the transit companies’ lines 
and run them itself with the firemen, 
the police and the extra police.” 

At a meeting of strikers held to- 
night, John J. Murphy, president of 
the Central Labor Union, pledged the 
support of the Central Labor Union to 
the trolley men. 

“It the Rapid Transit Company does 
not come to time by Thursday,” he 
said, “there will be a general strike 
declared by Friday. We will parade 
Broad street on Saturday and show 
them our strength.

Accident te Buick. 

Pr -Onily One “serious accident occurred 
during the entire min. fle descend- 
ing a steen hill; 13 miles from Augus-j 
ta, the 30-horsé-power Buick, entered 
by R. V. Connmerat and driven by T. 
Newell West, lost a rear tire by ex- 
plosion. The car, going at 50 miles 
an hour, skidded and dashed into the 
mile-post. Only by the presence of 
mind of the driver was the party 
saved from serious injury and possible 
death. The car was also occupied by 
W. F. Brown, engineer of Chatham 
county, and W. H. Wright. Attempts 
to repair the tire were futile, and, 
after riding 6 miles on the rim, the 
party was brought to Augusta by The 

Constitution-Morning News Pathfind- 
ing Buick, driven by R. V. Conerat. 
It was a case of hoodoo, for the car 
(Savannah) number is 3/3, while the 
thirteenth mile-post was struck. 

The entire run from Savannah to Au- 
gusta was a triumphal procession in 
behalf of good roads. At Springffeld, 
Sylvania and Waynesboro, where stops 
were made, the party was given a 
royat reception and hearty indorse- 
ment of their work. 

An important feature of the trip was 
the addition at Svivania of the entire 
board of commissioners of Screven 
county. It is this county which must 
forge the missing link in a chain of 
roads which will eventually form a 
grand boulevard from Savannah to 
Augusta. Among the occupants of the 
long line of carg were found the most 
prominent citizens of Savannah, two 
of the Chatham county commissioners, 
the entire board of commissioners of 
Screven county, Chairman E. _E. 
Chance, Of the Burke county com- 
missioners, as well as enthusiastic 
good roads citizens of intervening 
counties.

GREATER ARMY 
WANTED BY TAPT 


At’ Gettysburg President 
Asks for an Increase. 


Taft Makes Address at Unveil- 


United States to Regular 
Soldiers Killed in the Great 


Battle. 


May 8!1.—This was 
“regulars” at 


Gettysburg, Pa., 
the day of honor to the 
Gettysburg. An imposing shaft of 
granite,” erected by congress to the 
memory of those of the regularly en- 
listed forces who fell in the three days’ 


fighting’ about Roundtop_ and. the 
Bloody Angle, was unveiled by the 
president’s daughter, Miss Helen Taft, 
while President Taft himelf paid trib- 
ute to officers and men.of the United 
States army, past and present. 

The president put himself squarely 
on record as opposed to any reduction 
in the present standing army. He told 
of the prejudice which often has arisen 
against the possible aggressions of a 
regular army and a professional sol- 
diery, an@ of the’ corresponding, diffi- 
culty in arousing that love and pride 
of the army which expressed itself: to- 
day, and has frequently expressed it- 
self’ in the past. 
| Army Never Adequately Rewarded. 

The president asserted that the ser- 
vices of the regular army have never 
been adequately commemorated by 
congress or ‘the nation. 

“The profession of arms has always 
been an honorable one,” he declared. 
The. present army, he described as the 
largest in the history of the country, 
but not larger in proportion to the in- 
crease in population and wealth than 
in the early yearg of the republic. 

“All honor,’ exclaimed Mr. Taft, ‘‘to 
the regular army of the United States. 
Never in its history has it had a stain 
upon its escutcheon.” > 

On his way to Gettysburg today 
from Pittsburg, the president's car was 
sidetracked at York for'two hours and 
during hig stay he made a brief ad- 
dress in which he declared again his 
hope for the early enactment of a tariff 
bill, “if the/Lerd Will only be good and 
“send some hot weather in June.” The 
president arrived here shortly before 
10 o'clock and was taken at once for 
a drive over the battlefields.

COTTON FARMERS 
BLED BY ARIE 


Yo Says Senator Smith of 
South Carolina. 


‘He Declares the Bill_Has Been 
Framed to Bleed the Cotton 
Grower in Order to Enrich 
Manufacturer—Says Bill Is 
Monstrously Unjust. 


Washington, May  31.—Denouncing 
fhe pending tariff as giving the man- 
ufacturer an undue udvantage over 
the American workingman, Senator. 
Smith, of South Carolina, unequivocal- | 
ly expressed his belief in a free trade’ 
poliey in an extended speech while 
the cotton schedule was under  con- 
sideration in the senate today. 

“The whole tendency of this 
lation has been to cheapen the raw 
material and raise the price of the 
finished article,” said Mr. Smith, 
“therby giving to the protected man- 
ufacturer @ great advantage, lessen- 
ing the price of what he has to buy 
and raising the price of what he has 
to sell. I am not pleading for, nor 
shall I vote for protection for the 
raw material. I beMNeve a thing is 
worth what it will bring in the open 
markets of the world. What I shall 
vote against is the iniquitous and in- 
defensible system of legislating a profit 
by artificial methods.” 

No Benefit to Cotton Growers. 

Senator. Smith -said it». was absolufe- 
ly. idle to talk about the protective 
tariff being a benefit to the cotton 
and grain growers of America. In sup- 
port of his position Mr, Smith quoted, 
though not by name, a “leading manu- 
facturer of the south,” who, he_ said, 
had told. him that he believed it was 
right and just that the protective 
feature of the tariff on cotton goods 
should be completely wiped out.

Accidentally Falls Into 
Tub of Hot Water. 


Playing With His Baby Sister 
at the Time — Dying Baby 
Puts Arm Around Mother’s 
Neck, and Tells Her ‘Mama, 
I Love You.” 


While playing with his baby sister 
on the back porch of the home of his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. 8S. R. Settle, of 
152 McMillan street, _pesterday morne 
ing at 19 o'clock, Little Raiph, Settle, 
3 years of age, fell into a scalding tub 
of water and receiVed injuries, from 
which he died between 5 and 6 o’clock 
in the afternoon. The body was placed 
in charge of Undertaker - Harry G. 
Poole and will be sent out of the city 
for funeral and interment today. 

The accident which cost the little 
fellow his life was most peculiar and 
sad. Mrs. Carrie Settle, the boy’s 
mother, had just heated some water in 
a galvanized tub over a coke fire and 
had just removed the tub preparatory 
to doing some washing. 

“Isn't sister pretty today?’ gleefully 
called out little Ralph to his mother 
as he played with his 3-moenths-old 
sister, Marguerite. Then a few mo- 
ments later the mother went into the 
kitchen and behind her she heard a 
splash and a scream and her “little boy 
lay on his back in the hot vessel. 
Quiekly she seized him and carried 
him isto the house and Dr. Freeman 
was sent for and the father was sum- 
moned from his work at the Southern | 
Iron and Equipment -Company, about 
half a mile distant. 

“Mama, I Love You.” 

For seven long hours the little ‘boy 
lay on his bed, still conscious, and 
then he went off into sweet sleep. Be- 
fore he died he put his arms trround 
his sobbing mother’s neck and whis- 
pered, ‘Mama, I love you.” 

The accident was witnessed by Mrs. 
Clem Tomlin, a neighbor, who resides 
at 154 McMillan street,- who was on 
her back porch at the’ time and who 
ran across the back yards of the ad- 
joining lots almost in time to assist 
the mother in the rescue of the little 
boy. 

A hurry message was sent the father 
and Dr. Freeman Was summoned and 
rendered such assistance as was pos- 
sible under the circumstances.

Mediation having failed, the troubles. 
between the Georgia railroad manage- 
ment and the firemen on that line and 
the joint terminals was last night hand- 
ed over to arbitration, and the national 
officials who have been in the city try- 
ing to adjust the differences, left for 
Washington. 

The econtemplated arbitration will be 
conducted by three men, one of whom 
will be selected by Colonel T. K. Scott, 
representing the Georgia road and the 
terminals, while the second will be 
named by E. A. Ball, who stands spon- 
sor for the firemen. The third man 
may be found by the repftesentatives of 
the two factions to the controversy, but 
in event they fail to agree the Erdman 
act puts it up to Chairman Knapp, of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
and Commissioner of Labor Neill to 
neme the third man. 

Abandon Hope of Mediation. 

Throughout the day Messrs. Knapp 
and Neill worked to bring a concilia- 
tion between the road and its employ- 
ees, and it was not until late in the 
afternoon that they abandoned hopes 
of a successful conclusion. There were 
many conferences between the federal 
officials and the representatives

An arbitration agreement was sighed - 
by Colonel, Scott, representing the rail- 
road properties on the one side, and 
by E. A. Ball, representing the firemen, 
on the other side. The full text of that 
agreement was not given out Dy any 
6f the parties interested further than 
the bare statement that both sides 
would abide by the finding of the board 
of arbitrators, it being understood that 
the board would act under the Erdman 
law. 

The Erdman law provides that when 
employer and employee disagree that 
the matters in dispute shall be re- 
ferred to a board of arbitrators—that 
board to’be selected in the. manner in- 
dicated. It does, not, however, desig- 
nate a limit of time for the naming of 
the arbitrators by either: of the parties 
to the controversy, but within itself as- 
sumes that neithér party will be dila- 
tory in making its selection. It does 
provide, however, that + the two paf- 
ties naméd do not announce a selection 
of the third party within five days that 
the naming of that third party shall 
be done by the federal officials, Messrs 
Knapp and Neill. The creation of third 
member completes the board, and 
as a court of inquiry it will hear from 
both sides and announce a conclusion, 
which shali be binding on both par- 
ties to the agreement.

HAZELHURST TALKS 
ABOUT GOOD ROADS 


He Is a Consulting Municipal 
Engineer and a Good 
Roads Enthusiast. 


James Nisbet Hazelhurst, consulting 
municipal engineer, with offices in the 
Candler building, is an enthusiast. on 
the subject of good roads in Georgia, 
an intense interest concerning which 
has recently been aroused in this 
state following the guaranteeing of a 
great number of cash prizes for the 
best highways to be constructed be- 
tween now and November l. 

Mr. Hazethufst, it is recalled, was 
one of the speakers at the recent 
meeting of the Southeastern Road 
Congress, held in Atlanta last fall. 

He talks most interestingly in re- 
gmard to the need of road legislation 
for this state, and the employment of 
@ state engineer, who is to supervise 
the road building. in Georgia, now 
that this state is so rich in road 
workers—the convicts. Mr. Hazelhurst 
takes exception to the statements 
made by some that an engineer can 
belong only tothe most affluent com- 
munities, and can refute any such 
statement. He points out that. France 
fe admittedly ahead on the subject of 
road building of any country in the 
world, and this he attributes to their 
splendid corps of engineers, all mem- 
bers of the famous Ecole Polytech- 
nique, and the heads of all the depart- 
ments under them are men of the 
highest engineering talent and trained 
ability. 

_ He also talks interestingly of the 
splendid road building done in_ the 
‘ptates of .California, Colorado, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Idaho, Illinois, 
wa, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, 
ssouri, New Hampshire, New York, 
New Jersey. Ohio and many other 
states, all‘:of whom have skilled en- 
neers at the head of their highway 
partments, with the title of highway 
or state commissioner. He is of* the

Senator Bacon Opposes 
Increase on Meats. 


Aldrich Surprises the Senate 
by Withdrawing the Higher 
Rates and Accepting Those 
Fixed by the House Bill. 


Washington, May %1.—Agreements 
were reached in the senate today upon 
many sections of the tariff bill, so 
that as the hour for adjournment ap- 
proached the paragraphs relating to 
agriculture were nearly all disposed 
of. During the afternoon Mr. Bacon 
entered upon an extended discussion of 
the proposed increases over the rates 
of the house bill in duties en bacon 
and hams, lard, fresh beef, etc., and 
‘Mr. Aldrich surprised the senate by 
withdrawing the committee amend- 
ments, saying he believed the house 
rates, although below those of the 
Dingley law rates, were protective to 
those industries. This action  pro- 
voked further. discussion on the part 
of senators who favored the higher 
rates. 

Senator Rayner created considerable 
amusement by a humorous description 
of what Senator Aldrich had referred 
to as “the citadel of.protection,” and 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina, ad- 
vocated free trade or a tariff for reve- 
nue only. 

Early in the day two hours were 
consumed by a debate on the proposi- 
tion to increase the duty on lemons 
from 1 cent a pound, as provided by 
the Dingley law, to 1% cents a pound, 
and after earnest opposition by Mr. 
Root the increase recommended by 
the committee was sustained by a vote 
of 43 to 28. 

Among other duties affected by to- 
day's action was that on dried peas, 
which was reduced from 30 to 25 cents 
per bushel. The duties on chicory 
Toot, chocolate and cocoa were reé- 
duced, as was that on salt, from 12 to 
10 cents per 100 pounds in bags and 
from 10 to 8 cents in bulk.

In the past the Boys’ High school of Scansion or 
Atlanta has been comprised of a course 
of three years, with three depart- 
ments.

AN EXPOSITION IN THE GOLDEN WEST. 


Today President Taft, in Washington, presses the electric key that darts 
& motive-tmpulse across the continent and brings into being the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific exposition in Seattle, queen city of the state of Washington. 

Conservative sentiment ‘has, here and there, deprecated these multiply- 
ing international expositions as putting too severe a strain upon the public 
purse, and as projects whose permanent value was open to question. 

It is significant 4hat criticism of this nature directed toward the Seattle 
enterprise has been almost negligible in volume. Coming with relative 
closeness on the heels of the exposition at Portland, it would have been nat- 
ural to expect the expression ef grave misgivings touching the expediency 
and possible profit in the later display. 

With a striking universal note, however, the press of the country has 
welcomed the purpose and the scope of the big show that today throws open 
its doors at Seattle. 

Perhaps an explanation of the fact is to be found in the peculiar animus 
of this exhibition. Broadly speaking, it is to celebrate the progress made by 
America in developing not only the western states that border on the Pa- 
cific, but as well “those vast stretches of territory, some still unexplored, 
that reach into Alaska, comprehend the Klondike and penetrate well toward 
the polar regions. 

The American public, in the mass, knows little concerning this great 
country, save ‘what has come from fugitive correspondents and from the 
spasmodic publicity originating in successive spectacular discoveries of gold 
and the ensuing scrambles. 

In a general way, the press has educated people to the knowledge that 
the mineral possibilities of this region are boundless, and that its agricul- 
tural potentialities are by no means unimportant. ‘ 

Phe Seattle exposition, affording ocular. demonstration of the products 
and the people that lie north of the origina] American boundary lines, is 
sure to exert an educational effect that is incalculable. :

BOOKS OF CITY 
PT ALL AlGhT 


So Says: C. P. at 
an Expert Accountant, 
in His Report. 


Another expert report on the 
city’s system of bookkeeping has been 


made. This time it Is By C. P. Bid- 
well, and he finds things all right. 

Mr. Bidwell makes only suggestion 
which he thinks might help the city’s 
System a little. Otherwise he thinks 
Atlanta’s bookkeeping is up-to-date 
and modern. 

In his report Mr. Bidwell says: 

“We have given the better part of 
three days to familiarizing ourselves 
with not only the books kept in the 
comptroller’s office, but the forms 
through which the accounts of every 
department of the city’s government 
reach the comptroller’s office, and we 
find that as a whole, barring techni- 
cal differences of opinion as to the 
details of bookkeeping, the system now 
in use is modern, and that correctly 
kept would properly safeguard the 
city’s money. 

“Presuming, however, that your in- 
terest in this matter is practical, rath- 
er than technical, and that the ques- 
tlon of safeguarding the city’s finan- 
cial affairs is what you have in mind, 
we beg to report that the danger point 
is not in the comptroller’'s system of 
books, and regardless of the efficiency 
of the present system of bookkeeping, 
properly kept, the system by which 
Atlanta finally pays out her nearly 
three million dollars yearly after it 


has passed the door of ‘the comptroller 


and athe treasurer, make these ac- 
counting methods helpless. 

“For instance, a head of a depart- 
ment has alloted to him from $100,000 
to a quarter of a million dollars a 
vear to spend for the city In many 
departments the greater portion of this 
amount represents pay roll, which is 
given in bulk by means of a check 
to the head of the department, and 
when the head of this department in- 
dorses the check and goes and gets the 
actual cash the comptroller’s respon- 
sibility has ended. This practice can 
not be too severely condemned. 

‘The further method of purchase of 
supplies and the like, running into 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, be- 
ing made by personal transaction, is 
entirely inconsistent with good busi- 
ness methods.” :

This committee, composed of seven, 
is to report on June 10. 

The motion to strike out the part of 
the Quillian resolution which barred 
further consideration of the commis- 
sion form prevailed after a short but 
animated discussion between F. A, 
Quillian on the one side and Captain 
J .W. Engiish and Edgar Watkins and 
W. G. Cooper on the other. When the 
amendment to the Quillian resolution 
was first proposed by Mr. Watkins, 
Mr. Quillian firmly declined to con- 
sider it, but later acceded to what was 
apparently the wish of the ma 'ority 
of those present. 

Commission Plan Discussed. 

At the opening of the meeting, the 
Quillian resolution, with amendments 
as offered at a former meeting, was 
read. Mr. Watkins offered an amend- 
ment providing that that portion of 
the resolution which eliminated the 
commission form be stricken, thus 
giving the committee of seven power

Central of Georgia Railway. 


Savannah, Ga., May 31.—(Special.— 
Auditor Colonel William Garrard up- 
held in every particular, in his decision 
today, the contentions of the holders 
of the second and third income bonds 
of the Central of Georgia in their suit 
for interest on the bonds for 1907, tn 
excess of that allowed when the 1907 
net earnings and income was declared 


by the company. 

In all, Colonel Garrard found $860,- 
903.75 which should have been §in- 
cluded, he states, in the statement of 
net earnings and income, even after 
he deducts $102,828.22 “for clerical 
errors.” The raflroad company . had 
not included the net earnings and in- 
come of the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany, while Colonel Garrard adds this, 
increasing at one blow the railroad 
company's figures by over a half mil- 
lion. Colonel Garrard concludes, in 
making this addition, that the earn- 
ings of the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany are properly available to pay the 


income bonds of the Central. 


Must Pay Additional Interest. 

The decision, tf it stands, means that 
the Central must pay as additional! in- 
terest to its second and third income 
bondholders $288,907, with interest 
from October 1, 1907. The railroad 
statement gave its net earnings and 
income for 1907 at $461,030, while Col- 
onel Garrard’s filuures makes the 
amount in excess of $1,300,000. 

Indirectly affected are the prospects 
of the holders of not only second and 
third income bonds, but firsts, as re- 
gards the interest they should receive 
for 1908: The bondholders received 
not one cent of interest for that year, 
but if the earning of the Ocean Steam- 
ship Company are to be counted in, the 
difference is at once apparent.
